The primary stage is usually so I 
mild a person doesn't even know I 
that he has it and the spots formed 
on the lung are so small that even 


X - r a y s won't show them. About the 
only way primary Tuberculosis can 
be detected is by the use of a skin 
test. This test consist of a nurse 
jabbing a person with a needle and 
injecting 
a 
small 
amount 
of I 
chemical from the T.B. Germ just 
under the skin. A positive test is 
when a small red do-hickey shows 
up in a couple or three days. By this 
test we know that about 20 million 
Americans are infected with T.B. 
Germs, mostly in the dormant 
stage. Sometimes primary T.B. 
can progress to the point where it 
will show up on chest X-rays and 
look like small shadows on the 
lungs. However even then the body 
defense mechanism can knock out 
these rascals. 
When a T.B. Germ hits the lung it 
is kinda like when a bug or bird 
bites a tomato. Germs will enter 
through the break in the skin. 
Sometimes the tomato will heal 
itself but still leaves a blemish on 
the skin and you think for sure that 
there is a worm in there even 
I though 
the 
tomato's 
defense 
mech ansi rn has taken care of the 
problem. What it all borts down to is 
I that you eat the tomato instead of 
the germ 
getting it. Other times 
the germs get the upper hand, part 
of the tomato kinda liquifies, and 
then it just flat out rots. 
In the advance stages T.B. is like 
the tomato in that the bugs eat out 
part of the lung, fluid spills out and 
the lungs rot. 
Well I see I got to rambling and 
skipped a few stages but there is 
always next week.

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— The Press and the American Revolution — 
Uprisings Cause Chaos In 1775

News of Lexington and 
Concord, followed by stories 
of Tory and Negro uprisings, 
brought wild excitement to 
North Carolina in the Spring 
of 1775. 
The colony was already 
torn by factionalism and 
agitated by a running con­ 
troversy between Governor 
Josiah Martin and Patriots 
of the province. Martin had 
placed a few cannon in front 
of the governor’s mansion, 
the “Palace” at New Bern, 
but he had little or no 
protection there. 
With militia gathering at 
the capitol, M artin fled 
southward, May 24, 1775, to 
Fort Johnston near the 
mouth of the Cape Fear 
River. If he had not left 
hurriedly, he would have 
been 
ca p tu re d 
by 
the 
Patriots. 
Flight Continues 
Governor Martin did his 
best 
to 
uphold 
royal 
authority in North Carolina, 
but conditions made it im­ 
possible. 
Even 
at 
Fort 
Johnston he was not safe 
because militia led by John 
Ashe, 
Robert 
Howe, 
and 
Cornelius Hartnett headed 
that way. Martin fled again, 
first 
to

Changes in North Carolina 
thinking can be seen

his American dominions,” 
resolved June I, 1775, “that 
by the Constitution of our

Shipments Seized 
The committees went at 
their work industriously. 
Many shipments (including 
some British cargoes) were 
seized and sold at auction. 
There was disagreement and 
criticism

merchants argued that their 
goods had been o rdered 
before the non-importation 
ag reem ent.

Committees Denounced

disturbed by these events, 
wrote that the people “freely 
talk of H ostility tow ard 
Britain in the language of

proclamation of Aug. 8, 1775, 
denouncing committees of 
safety for circulating “the 
basest and most scandalous 
seditions and inflammatory 
falsehoods” 
did not 
help

When the Third Provincial 
C ongress

Hillsborough, Aug. 20, 1775, 
the members took a “test 
O a th ,” proclaim ing their 
allegiance to the crown, and

parliamentary taxes. Since 
Martin had “deserted” the 
colony, the Congress created

and set about raising men, 
money, and military sup­ 
plies.

many of the Highlanders fell 
and the survivors fled. 
Colonel Jam es Moore of the

chased

retreating men. capturing 
850 of them. In this over­ 
whelming victory >150 guns, 
1500 rifles, and 150 swords

They agreed 
to move the government out of New York and into Philadelphia for ten years 
while our new Federal City was being readied. It’s a grand city, even though it 
is a bit isolated in the swamps. We’ve hired a Frenchman to lay it out. Had a 
contest for the best design for the President’s Palace. The cornerstone of our 
Capitol building was laid years ago, and much of it is finished. There’s a 
population of 3,210. And because it doesn’t belong to any one of our colonies, but 
to all of us, we’ve given it a special name. The District of Columbia. •

The p resen t 
constitution au th o rizes a 
maximum 
of

dollars a year in direct aid 
for 
W elfare.

million Federal funds. $80 
million is given in direct aid 
to the aged, blind, disabled, 
and for dependent children. 
The rest of the one billion is 
spent for services, mostly 
medical, and job training 


and education aim ed at 
reducing Welfare rolls. 
3. Reciept of federal funds 
for W elfare aid is predicated 
on certain expenditures by 
the state. A constitutional 
limit on W elfare expenses 
could cause the state to not 
receive new federal monies, 
with an overall increased 
cost to the state. 
It is as impossible to put a 
perm an en t 
ceiling 
on 
Welfare as it is to put such a 
ceiling on one’s 
personal 
grocery costs. It might be 
good this year, but what 
about next year or five years 


from now. Should we be 
forced to am end the con­ 
stitution every five years to 
m ake the fixed am ount 
realistic? Should we allocate 
the n ecessary funds by 
giving them a different 
nam e? No. I think a con­ 
stitution should be a realistic 
instrum ent which spells out 
how the state should be run. 
It should not attem pt to 
specify the money amounts 
of any part of the budget of a 
growing state in a changing 
world.
